& latxe proportion of their number are 
Killed. If some means Gould be adopted to 
rotect there als for a few years it would 
betome an important source of food supply 
to the natives of the eountry, and their skins 
72 item ip the production of the distriet. 
o imposea law on the natives regulatingtheir 
killing would be pimply An absurdity; as they 
could not be eXpected to, nor would they 
comply with its restrictions; but the gov- 
ernment might through che Hndson’s Bay 
Company and the missionaries educate the 
Indians up to the importance of protecting 
the animals, and as far as lay in their power, 
killing only the full grown ones. This sim- 
ple measure could be carried out atonce by 
sending circulars to the missionaries and the 
officials of the Hudson’s Bay Coy, through 
the commissioner and inviting their co-oper- 
ation. This is all that could be done with 
the Indians, but not so with the whites who, 
ouce in a while, have ventured into the dis- 
trict in quest of the animal, but, hitherto, it 
must be said with very little success. This 
will not always prove to be the case for just 
as larger animals have been killed in India 
and Africa, the difficulty and danger attend- 
ant on it will an incentive to atrue hunter. 
This much could be guarded against by pro 
per legislation and though as stated before 
there is a clause re their protection in the 
ordinances it does not apply to the northern 
country. It is therefore the duty of the 
Dominion government to prevent the en- 
trance of others thanthose living inthe coun- 
try hunting the buffalo at all and limiting 
the white hunters in the district to killing 
only when actually necessary for their sub- 
sistance. This could be carried out by 
appointing the resident traders and others 
who actually reside in the country and who 
obtain their livelihood in it, officers to pre- 
vent as far as lies in their power all outsiders 
from hunting the animals,and where impossi- 
ble to prevent it giving such Information as 
would lead to the conviction and punishment 
of the guilty parties. This would orevent 
the slaughter of the animal from becoming 
fashionable for sport and would probably 
prove as beneficial as any other measure that 
could be adopted. 


As regards the musk ox, this animal in- 
habits amuch more inaccessible country 
than the wood buffalo but still to reach the 
confines of the district which it inhabits ie 
with the means of travel now ayailable, 
little more than a_ pleasure id This 
animal roams over what is commonly known 
as the Barren Grounds that Is the treeless 
plain lying east of the fringe of bush 
along the Mackenzie river, north of that 
along Great Slave lake and its affluent 
streams and west of that along Baffins Bay. 
They are frequently found within 40 or 50 
miles of Mackenzie river down to the arctic 
ocean, but are never found so close to the 
waters of Great Slave lake. So far ae is 
known only two white hunters have entered 
the territory with the object of hunting 
them. Fortunately only one of these suc- 
ceeded in reaching them. His main object 
apparantly wasto procure a few good heads 
as trophies ot the chase but although only 2 
or three heads were required 60 or 70 
animals had to be slaughtered to procure the 
requisite number of the desired quality. In 
justice be it said, this was far from the wish 
of the hunter himself, but was incidental to 
his trip which was directly responsible for 
this slaughter, Only a few pounds of the 
meat of these animals was used for food and 
as they were killed in the montn of July the 
skins were totally unfit for robes and the 
heads were the only profitable result of the 
whole under taking. Several parties have 
announced their intention of going into what 
thep call the musk-ox trade, that is procuring 
a suitable outtit, getting into their country 
and killing as many as possible for their pelta. 
At Edmonton these skins might average 
about thirty or forty dollars each, so that 
there is quite an inducement for any one with 
hunting 1 and sufficient capital 
entering the business. 80 far no one has en- 
tered into this business, but the Indians are 
bringing out more and more robes every year, 
and as they slaughter indiscriminately it may 
fairly be said that not more than 60 per cent, 
of the pelts killed can be utilized in the mar- 
ket. The distanced to be traversed to pro- 
cure these animals and carry their aking to 
water where they can be transported conven- 
iently will always prove more or less of a pro- 
tection, but it is not sufficient and it is on'y u 
question of time and dollars until some con-

GAME PROTECTION. 


No one who takes the slightest interest in 
the preservation of game can watch the 
slaughter which has been made in the past 
few years in the southern part of Alberta 

ct amongst our game birds, particularly the 
, prairie chicken, without a word of protest. 
This has been done to supply the markets 
and is carried on at a tine of the year when 
the cold weather having set in, itis an easy 
17 matter to secure them in larxe numbers. We 
3 have not felt the effects in the Edmonton 

district very much as yet, as this is the first 

season that we have been Within reach of the 
market for the wholesale disposal of these 
sd birds, but is only a matter of a very short 
time until the market hunter will put in an 
appearance, and if something is not done to 
put a stop to the present order of things, our 
feathered game will speedily disappear 
Many proposels have been made to remedy 
the matter but the ones which seem to meet 
with most favor among sportsman is stop- 
ping the sale of these birds in the market 
or shortening the season for killing them, 
The matter is being vigorously taken up by 
various game societies in the Northwest and 
it is to be earnestly hoped that their efforts 
will meet with the success which they deserve. 

1 While the matter of the preservation of our 

tetthered game closely concerns ourselves 
and therefore is meeting with the attention 
it deserves; there is another and more im- 
portant matter which is being totally neglect- 
ed, and that is the protection of large game 
in the north, more particularly the wood buf. 
talo and the myskox. The wood buffalo is 
the last remnant of the vast herds which once 
roamed in countless numbers over this coun- 
try, and whilst very strict laws and heavy 
penalties protect this animal where none have 
N been seen for years, no attempt is being 
made for the preservation of the few that do 
V. exlet in the north. The haunt of the wood 
hy buffalo lies north and west of the Athabasca 
river, across the Peace to the Liard river, and 
at Fort Liard it was reported that two of 
them had crossed the Liard and had been 
seen in the mountainsto the northwest of 
Fort Liard. Compared with the area of the 
district they inhabit their numbers are very 
small probably not exceeding three hundred 
in all. This is in striking contrast with their 
numbers as reported half a century ago when 
it was no uncommon thing for a few Indians, 
in the neighborhood of Dunvexan and St, 
John, on Peace river, to yo out, andina few 
days, procure sufficient meat to supply 
their wants a good part of the winter. 
As no undue slaughter wag practiced here by 
the natives or traders it might be asked 
what has caused the rapid decrease in their 
numbers, The explanation given is that a 
heavy fall of rain occurred in one of the 
winter months, about 25 years ago, which 
completely saturated the snow, which was 
then frozen, and converted into an immense 
cake of ice and the buffalo and all animals 
that graze and do not browse were nearly 
exterminated. This explanation might suf- 
fice for a portion of the district, but a rain 
storm could hardly be general enough to ac- 
count for the desolation of the whole distriet, 
Be the cause what it may, there are only a 
few scattered bands which the Indians 
occasionally fun across in the 
forest and hunt, being only too 
well satisfied if they can kill the whole band. 
This, however, is difficult of accomplishment 
as they can only be hunted on foot and are 
said to be very alert, sighting and scenting 
the hunter before he knows of their presence, 
stampeding on the least alarm, and never for thew to tase inunediate action. The
